GAO  QUESTIONNAIRE 

The  United  States  General  Accounting  Office  (GAO)  is  currently  reviewing 
GPO's  Depository  Library  Program.    As  part  of  their  review,  GAO  will  be 
surveying  the  Depository  libraries  on  their  views  about  the  program  and 
its  effectiveness  in  meeting  their  needs.    The  survey  will  be  in  the  form 
of  a  questionnaire  which  will  be  distributed  in  July  1983  to  all  GPO 
Depository  libraries.    GAO  is  asking  the  Directors  of  these  libraries  to 
be  responsible  for  and  review  the  questionnaire  before  returning  it  to  GPO 
within  the  time  specified.    For  the  analysis  and  results  of  the  question- 
naire to  be  effective,  it  is  important  that  the  questions  be  referred  to 
the  appropriate  librarians,  such  as  documents  librarians,  reference  librar- 
ians and  catalogers,  so  that  the  questions  may  be  answered  with  the  best 
possible  responses.    The  results  of  the  survey  will  be  included  in  GAO's 
report  to  the  Congress  on  the  Depository  Library  Program,  which  is  expect- 
ed to  be  issued  by  February  1984.

We  will  still  respond  to 
written  inquiries,  of  course,  since  we  realize  that  many  libraries  have 
restrictions  on  long  distance  phone  calls. 

The  classification  hot  line  is  to  be  used  for  classification  problems 
only.    Do  not  call  this  number  with  classification  number  requests,  claims 
or  item  questions. 

Incorrect  classes  which  are  changed  will  be  noted  on  shipping  lists  as 
usual.    Other  problems  will  be  listed  with  the  response  in  Administrative 
Notes .  We  are  beginning  this  service  on  an  experimental  basis  and  welcome 
your  suggestions.

ADVICE  WANTED 

As  we  move  to  the  final  planning  stages  for  our  data  processing  support,  we 
are  faced  with  a  number  of  major  decisions.    Some  of  these  relate  to  internal 
operating  procedures,  but  one  impacts  heavily  on  all  of  you.    We  are  consider- 
ing the  possibility  of  starting  our  automated  files  with  1976  records  forward, 
since  we  presently  have  Monthly  Catalog  records  available  in  machine  readable 
form  from  that  date.    If  we  were  to  do" this,  we  would,  in  effect,  need  to 
close  the  earlier  portion  of  our  "catalog"  as  is  being  done  in  many  other  li- 
braries.   This  would  mean  that  we  would  rely  on  Government  and  commercial  in- 
dexes and  microfilm  and  fiche  files  for  access  to  collections  prior  to  1976 
and  to  the  automated  system  for  access  to  materials  after  1976. 

We  would  appreciate  receiving  any  comments  you  might  have  by  July  29,  1983. 

It  is  our  intention  to  make  the  1976  files  available  to  you  in  various  formats, 

depending  on  your  needs  and  your  ability  to  use  them.

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CENSUS  QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS 


With  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  publications  being  both  important  and  somewhat 
confusing,  we  often  receive  phone  calls  from  librarians  concerning  them.  We 
would  like  to  begin  to  share  some  of  these  questions  and  answers  with  you  on 
a  regular  basis  for  your  information.  If  there  are  still  questions  unanswered 
or  if  there  is  an  answer  which  still  seems  unclear  you  may  contact  Jean  Ott, 
area  code  703,  557-1355,  or  write:  Chief,  Cataloging  Section  1,  U.S.  G.P.O. , 
5236  Eisenhower  Ave.,  Alexandria,  Va.

Q   What  is  the  status  of  the  Census  Block  Statistics  maps? 

A   GPO  has  begun  fiching  the  maps  and  has  distributed  approximately  40  SMSAs 
to  date.    We  are  very  pleased  with  the  quality  of  the  fiche  and  hope  to 
complete  distribution  within  6  months. 

Q   Have  any  U.S.  summaries  been  issued  yet  for  the  Census  of  Population  and 
Housing? 

A   No,  but  three  are  due  shortly.    PC-80-1-A,  Number  of  Inhabitants,  is  at  the 
printer,  but  due  to  color  maps  it  won't  be  available  until  early  July. 
PC-80-1-B,  General  Population  Characteristics,  and  HC-80-1-A,  General  Hous- 
ing Characteristics,  are  also  at  the  printer  and  should  be  available  by 
late  June  or  early  July. 

Q   What  is  the  status  of  the  bound  volumes  for  the  1977  Census  of  Transporta- 
tion? 

A   Only  one  bound  volume  was  issued  by  Census:    Vol.  2,  Truck  Inventory  Survey. 
Due  to  a  printing  mix-up  GPO  never  obtained  copies  for  distribution.  Vols. 
1  and  3  were  not  and  will  not  be  issued.    The  publications  classed  C  3.233/5 
with  the  exception  of  the  Truck  Inventory  Survey,  constitute  the  final  vol- 
umes for  this  census. 

Q   Will  final  reports  for  Geographic  Area  Series  be  issued  for  the  Censuses 
of  Retail  Trade,  Wholesale  Trade,  and  Service  Industries? 

A   Yes.    Only  the  advance  reports  will  not  be  issued.    There  is  no  change  in 
class  or  item  number.

Q   Will  there  be  bound  volumes  for  the  1982  Economic  Censuses?
